It has 
teen his purpose to vacate tho office of 
president when he attained tho age of 
of throe score years and ten, aod that 
timo having arrived be will moke Rood 
his promise and will transfer tho respon- 
sibilities to a •joucger man. -Dr. Cbapin 
is one of the oldest college presidents in 
years of service, in the United States, 
fio accepted the oflioe when he was a 
young man and when tho college was 
struggling hard for an existence. Ho 
has seen it grow until it has become one 
ot the best educational icstitntionsin the 
wefct. By far tho best part ot Dr. Ohap- 
in's life has been spent tor the benefit of 
young men working for au education 
and his devotion to thc-ir service com- 
mands tho love and reverence of tho pec 
pie. 


It is said that Dr. Ghapin's successor 


will be the Kev. Edward 1). Eaton, who 
was formerly ;pnstor of the Oak Park 
(Illinois) Congregational churob.

THE DEATH OF JUDGE DAVIS ^ 


The Hon. David Davis died at bis 


tome at Bloomington, Illinois, at bait- 
past Bii o'clock this morning. For some 
imo past be hvi boon troubled with 
various difficulties ot not much import- 
ance, but recently a carbuncle and ery- 
jipelas combined to make his case alarm- 
ng.and after a tow weeks of intense 
suffering, ho 'died. 
Judge Davis was 


'2 years old, having been born in Mary- 
ana in 1810. He began tbo practice of 
aw wheu a young man, at Bloomington 
where he has ever since resided. He was 
3looted to congress in 1&15, and two years 
ater was a member of tho convention 
which framed a new constitution for tha 
tate. He was eleated judge of tno 8th 
judicial circuit of Illinois in ISiS, to 
which office he was twice re-elected . Ho 
was a warm friend of President Lincoln, 
jod in 1861, while serving as a circuit 
udge, the president appointed liim to 
he supreme bench of the United States. 
He was an able judge and was pocu- 
iarly fitted for the
